Hospital Patients Will 
Be Given T.B. Test 


The patients entering Vulcan 
Municipal Hospital, Vulcan, will in 
future be given a tuberculin teat 
Jur discovery of tuberculosis, it 
was announced today by hospital 
officials. * 

Tin's service is provided free by 
the Alberta Tuberculosis Associa¬ 
tion, financed by the annual 
Christmas Seal sale, and the hos¬ 
pital is cooperating by administer¬ 
ing the lesis and keeping the re¬ 
cords, and also by undertaking to 
give a chest X-ray to all the pos¬ 
itive reactors, at a cost of only 
$2.(M> to the patient. 

The tuberculin test does not in¬ 
dicate that a persort has tubercul¬ 
osis. It m--rely shows whether or 
not he has ever picked up' even a 
slight interlion. Most people --who 
leud to the tuberculin test never 
develop tuberculosis. The test is 
given in an extremely simple and 
convenient way, namely by a 
small patch very much like a 
handaid, with a small square of 
gauze, which holds tuberculin ser¬ 
um. This is placed against the skin 
It the patient has uny tuberculos¬ 
is germs in his bixiy, a small red 
mark will appear. 

3ti Alberlu hospitals are now 
participating in this type of TB 
screening program, and already a 
number of formerly unsuspected 
cases of tuberculosis have been 
discovered by means of the X-ray 
examination. In addition to the 
tuberculosis found, this examinat¬ 
ion frequently uncovers other non 
tuberculosis but equally serious 
conditions. 

Richard Clements, 
Alston Pioneer, 

Dies At Age 74 

Richard A. Clements, pioneer re¬ 
sident of the Alston district and 
member of the County of Vulcan 
council, died in Vulcan hospital on 
April 5 following an illness of 
some months. He was 74 years of 
age. 

Born .and raised in Bruce Coun¬ 
ty, Ont., Mr. Clements and his 
wife moved to Alberta in 1910 and 
bought land in the Alston district 
south-west of Vulcan, residing 
there since that time. 

He was a member of the coun¬ 
cil of Clear Lake Municipality for 
14 years and. had been a member

Clcmenls marked theid 50th wed¬ 
ding anniversary. Mr. Clements 
suffered a stroke a few days be¬ 
fore the golden wedding anniver¬ 
sary and had been in poor health 
since that time.

This was also the occasion for 
the members of the church, and 
friends of Mr. and Mrs. J S. Clarke 
to present them with a surprise 
token of thiy high esteem with 
which they are held. Max Morri¬ 
son made the presentation after 
telling the audience how much 
the church appreciated the unsel¬ 
fish efforts of both Mr. Clarke and 
his wife in bringing the church 
building to its new beauty, as well 
as leading the choir in its efforts, 
and building .up the .membership 
of the church itself. After they 
received the purse containing 
more than a thousand dollars, the 
recipients were speechless for 
moment, but Mrs Clarke recover¬ 
ed first lo thank the donors, while 
her husband recovered his breath 
and his thoughts. Mr. Clarke was 
sincere and earnest as he express¬ 
ed his appreciation for the token • 
of love from his friends.

In the even¬ 
ing several carloads of choir mem 
bars and friends journeyed to Bla- 
ckic to present the Crucifixion to 
a large audience in the Black ie 
Auditorium. As in the local church 
the beautiful music was well ap¬ 
preciated.

The Easter Morning service at 
Vulcan United Church was prob¬ 
ably the largest ever held in this 
town.

1953 Rate is 50 Mills 

Rising Costs Force I ncrease 
In County Tax Rate . 


Institute Hears 
Conference Report 


Members of County 
Committees Are Named 


Vu'can County No. 2 tax rate 
for 1933,will be 50 mills in the 
major part Of tee County and 55 
mills in the area comprising the 
Little Bow Hospital Distncl. The 
tulal is made up of 19 mills for 
Count) and Public Works purpos¬ 
es, 27 mills for schools, and four 
mills for hospital. In additkn to 
this live mills will be levied in the 
Little Bow Hospital area to rover 
the doctor contract* operating in 
that area. 

Decision to increase the mill 
rale this year was reached at the 
council meeting held on April 4. 

With the eo.ntinuing pyramiding 
of ecsls of all the county services 
councillors were faced with the 
situation of raising more funds to 
maintain the road and school pro¬ 
gram demanded by the rate-pay¬ 
ers. 

During the past two .veal's, sine*' 
the County was formed in 1951, 
local government taxes in the Vul¬ 
can area had been kept to a min¬ 
imum and lower than is consistant 
with sound financing. The 1951 
rate was 36 mills and the 1952 
rate was 39 mills. Current reven¬ 
ues in these years were approxi¬ 
mately $50,000 short of mooting 
ihe expenditures. The policy was 
to maintain the low rate to earn 
the Provincial Government tax 
i eduction subsidy in effect at that 
lime. Changes in Ihe Provincial 
Government grant regulations per 
mits the. increase in mill rates 
while still obtaining the grant. 

Councillors pointed out that ev- 


■ en with the Increased rate tuis_ 
1 year local taxes in the Vulcan ur¬ 
ea will compare favorably with 
taxes in llu* province gi neral.y. 

The School rate was ini-reused 
from l! to 27 mills. A comparison 
of costs in 1951 and 1953 as shown 
by the dytaiiid budget will show 
that schools will cost approximat¬ 
ely $105,001) more in 1953. School 
grants have increased $27,000, 
making toe net increase $78,005. 

I luring 1951 and 1952 school rev¬ 
el, lie and the school tax rale was 
about $20,000 short of meeting the 
current school expenditures. In 
the two years school teacher sal¬ 
aries have increased from $135,0o0 
in 1951 to $180,000 in 1953,* and 
\an driver services have' increas¬ 
ed by $20,000 in the same period. 
These two increase alone are re¬ 
sponsible for the 8 mill increase. 

Public Works expenditures will 
be maintained at $225,0(0, which 
ii is hoped will provide sufficient 
funds to carry out the County’s 
, road pregram of rood improve¬ 
ment. Details of the road program 
w il l’ be announced in detail in i 
, later issue. 

Councillors were of the opinion 
that the 1953 mill rate eun be 
maintained in 1954 even with the 
‘ ndded*debenture Commitments for 
the now Vulcan school. The 1953 
, debenture payments amount' to 
nearly 4 mills.

There have been growing ipisgi^ings among sta¬ 
tisticians that the average Canadian farmer is getting 
too oild, the assumption being that youth is fleeing 
the farm for better opportunities in urban centres. 

Recent events, however, have shown that farm 
life can hold a rosy future for the rural youngster. 
There is the case of 19-year-old Ronald Leonhardt of 
Drumheller, Alta. Last April he planted three acres 
of Marquis wheat on his father’s farm and harvested 
50 bushels per acre in the fall. He entered a sampling 
at the Royal Winter Fair in Toronto—and won the 
world’s wheat champion. 

Last year another Alberta youth—Howard Roep- 
pel—was world’s wheat king and in 1950 the crown 
was won by lo-year-old Ricky Sharp of the same pro¬ 
vince. At the Royal this year a youngster from Ridge- 
town, Ont.—Daniel Clunis—was awarded the world’s 
championship in soybeans. 

The fact that these boys nosed out veteran grow¬ 
ers for the world’s highest honors indicates there are 
rich ojiportunities for youth on the farm. This was 
realized, of course, by the early sponsors of the grow-
